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Students and faculty protest Arts underfunding 
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Affirmative action imminent

Municipal inaction in imple- 
menting affirmative action pro- 
grams may be reversed this week 
when a proposal from the Commit- 
tee of Cultural Communities goes 
to congress, November 27-29. 

The fifteen proposals, if passed, 
will encourage employment of mi- 
norities in all city services, includ- 
ing the transportation commission 
and the police force. 

“There is a good chance every- 
thing will be passed,” said Angel 
Martinez, president of the commit- 
tee. “The proposal is supported by 
the executive of the MCM and most 



of the district of Montréal.” 

Many minority community 
groups currently feel the MCM has 
not done enough to implement af- 
firmative action programs. 

‘They arc not doing anything 
concrete. There have been studies 
and resolutions but I haven't seen 
any action," said Fo Nicmi, Execu- 
tive Director of the Center for Re- 
search Action on Race Relations 
(CRARR). 

According to Dan Phillip of the 
Montréal Black. Coalition, “The 
previous declaration from the 
mayor to pursue affirmative action 
seems only a promise.”

Mandel returns to McGill

David Mandel will return to 
McGill tomorrow, /even though 
the University refused to hire him 
six years ago. This time, he will be 
promoting his book, The Aca - 
demie Corporation, which at- 
tacks McGill's politically biased 
hiring policies. 

Mandel, while teaching at 
McGill on a temporary appoint- 
ment in 1980-81, applied for and 
was refused a tenure track teach- 
ing position in Political Sci- 
cncc— because of his political 
beliefs. • 

The book, co-authored with 
McGill Economics professor 
Alan Fcnichcl, tells the story of 
Mandcl's attempts to bring 
McGill to justice. It has been 
widely publicized across the 
country, yet it is virtually un- 
known on campus. 



For four years, Mandel sought 
redress for his wrongful rejection, 
both with the Canadian Associa- 
tion of University Teachers, 
(CAUT) and the Québec Human 
Rights Commission. Both bodies 
launched investigations into 
Mandcl's case and both found, in 
the words of the QHRC report, 
"political elements that, in the full 
sense of the term, intervened in 
the collective decision of the de- 
partment.” 

Mandel' currently works as a 
substitute professor in Political 
Science at the Université de 
Québec à Montréal and has writ- 
ten several books on his academic 
specialty, Soviet government and 
politics. 

Mandel will be in the Union 
Building lobby at 12h00 in Tues- 
day. Copies of the book will be 
available. 



sored by CRARR, city councillor 
Kathleen Vcrdon spoke about 
MCM’s plans for improving race 
relations. These included research- 
ing the ethnic demography of the 
city, making the administration 
more accessible and increasing 
minority participation in municipal 
politics. 

“They set up a study group,” said 
Niemi. “For a good affirmative 
action program, you need the 
cthno-racial profile of your em- 
ployees so it then can be compared 
to the population at large. Then you 
can sec if you have a balanced rep- 
resentation. 

“In the meantime, other means 
can be implemented for fast re- 
sults," said Nicmi. “I haven’t seen 
that. There is a way of going around 
burcacracy and bring minorities 
into the political system." 

Niemi gave as an example Mayor 
Jean Doré’s recent visit to China to 
encourage trade. ‘The Montréal 
Chinese Community criticized him 

for not consulting them first, be- 
cause many of them still have busi- 
ness connections in China and can 
open doors. Also, he did not ask 
anyone from the Chinese Commu- 
nity to come along. He took a 
French Canadian expert on China 
instead. One way of affirmative 
action is to use ethnic minorities as 
resources when travelling to for- 
eign countries." 

“High unemployment is suffered 
in this province, especially by the 
visible minorities," said Phillip. 
“We arc non-existent in the govern- 
ment and power-public sectors. We 
want minorities hired as a true re- 
flection of the entire society and not 
just a cosmetic one.”

Today, students and professors in 
the Faculty of Arts will gather in 
Leacock 232 to protest and discuss 
underfunding in the Faculty of 
Arts. 

The Arts and Science Under- 
graduate Society (ASUS) organi- 
sed the ‘teach-in’ to address con- 
cerns such as the increasing ratio of 
students to staff, inadequate re- 
search facilities and the dispropor- 
tionate burden of underfunding 
which the Faculty of Arts bears at 
McGill. It wil begin at 1 lhOO and 
last four hours. 

‘The situation has come to a 
crisis. We’re sympathetic to the 
fact that McGill as a whole is under- 
funded, but why should the Facility 
of Arts be bearing a disproportion- 
ate share of die underfunding bur- 
den?" said ASUS Vice-President, 
Jonadian Goodman. 

"Arts students comprise 24 per- 
cent of the total McGill enrollment, 
yet the faculty rccicves only 17 
percent of the University budget. In 
the past McGill as a whole has been 
quiet, and look where it has led us. 
We arc now going to kick and 
scream until we arc heard," he said. 

The teach-in will include presen- 
tations by Dean of Arts Richard 
Salisbury, Vice-Principal Aca- 
demic Samuel Freedman, and later, 



Principal Johnston. Professors in 
the faculty will also be addressed 
the issue of underfunding during 
the first fifteen minutes of their 
classes. 

"One of the purposes of the teach- 
in is to build awareness and to act as 
an impetus for further action. Sev- 
eral professors and students have 
voiced their concern that students 
will not bother to attend this teach- 
in. But if we, as Arts students don’t 
support our own causes, then who 
• will?" said Goodman. 

The teach-in was unanimously 
endorsed in a meeting of the Fac- 
ulty of Arts, November 10. 

But according to German Profes- 
sor H. Richter, “It is important to 
preserve the idea that the students 
arc initiating this action and that 
we, the staff, are playing a suppor- 
tive role." 

Political Science Professor Paul 
Noble said, "People think that stu- 
dents arc interested only in their 
own career interests. Arts students 
arc to be congratulated in this 
movement, which is in the general 
interests of all future students at 
McGill.” 

Dean of Arts Richard Salisbury 
supported the teach-in, saying that 
classroom discussion would not be 
just a substitute for teaching, but 
one of “the most important lessons 
a student can leant during his (/her) 
time at university. 



National conference 
on sexual harassment

Last week, Concordia University 
hosted the largest ever Canadian 
symposium on sexual harrassmenu 
The four-day conference gave 
labour, business, government and 
university representatives an op- 
portunity to compare policies. 

“A lot of universities and unions 
arc making strides," said Confer- 
ence organiser and Assistant Rec- 
tor at Concordia, Elizabeth Morey. 
"They do rcascarch, they make 
changes in their policies, and some 
have had bad experiences with 
them. We need to share with others 
what’s been good and what’s been 
bad." 

The 150 representatives dis- 
cussed mainly issues of sexual har- 
assment in the classroom. Morey 
attributed the record attendance to 
the Supreme Court decision last 
July that established employer lia- 
bility in the case of sexual harass- 
ment. 

Bonnie Robichaud, the plaintiff 
in the Supreme Court case, dis- 
cussed her eight year battle with the 
legal system at the conference. 



Definition of Harassment 
The conference opened with a 
speaker from Montréal ’s Help and 
Information Group on Sexual Har- 
assment at Work, Isabelle St. Mar- 
tin. She said the definition of sexual 
harrassment has been broadened 
over the last 10 years. 

According to St. Martin, sexual 
harassment can lake many forms, 
both verbal and non-verbal, such as 
leers, letters, suggestions, lewd 
jokes, pomorgraphy displayed in

The post-Vanunu era

The debate on Israel’s nuclear 
and military arsenal is at a critical 
point, said Mcir Vanunu, speaking 
at Concordia University November 
18. Vanunu is the brother of Mor- 
dcchai Vanunu, a former Israeli nu- 
clear technician, who revealed se- 
crets about Israel’s nuclear arsenal, 
believed to consist of 200 nuclear 
weapons. 

Mordcchai Vanunu is presently 
on trial in Israel for treason and 
leaking State secrets. Many peace 
actvists question the validity of this 
trial, which is closed to the public, 
because Vanunu was illegally 
adbuctcd from Italy one year ago 
and held incomunicado for nine 
days by Mossad, Israel’s secret 
military police. Vanunu was re- 
cently awarded the Right Livlcy- 
hood award, which is considered as 
an alternative Nobel Peace Prize. 

Mdir said his “brother disclosed 
Israeli secrets out of moral and 
philosophical concern.” He in- 
sisted his brother “didn’t do it to 
hurt Israel, but to help his country.” 
As Mordcchai said, in The London 
Sunday Times, “I was not an agent 
of any organisation, I was a spy for 
the man in the street, out to sec that 
the little man would get to know the 
truth.” 

Micr said, in the past, die Israeli 
press has avoided the nuclear issue. 
He hoped his brother’s actions 
would “open a new level of discus- 
sion” on this issue. He added that 
such deeds in Israel could focus 
debate and “serve as a symbol to 
discuss the future of Israel.” 



According to Micr, at the Geneva 
Non-Governmental Organisations 
(NG O) Conference on the Question 
of Palestine, held in October, “the , 
press said that my brother was un- 
stable because he converted to 
Christianity, which in faci he did 
not.” 

Statements about the alleged reli- 
gious conversion of Mordcchai 
have been used by organizations to 
discredit his acts or the policies of 
the Israeli government. When The 
Worker's Vanguard supported 
Vanunu by insisting that he had 
convcrtco, The Jerusalem Post 
used this evidence to portray 
Vanunu as a moral traitor to the 
cause of the Jewish people. 



According to Mcir, we now live 
in a “post-Vanunu era,” which to 
Israel, means the polarization of 
public opinion on the nuclear issue. 
Tire majority of the Israeli popula- 
tion have gone further to the left 
than the government wants. In this 
respect, “the confirmation of 
Israel’s possession of military 
weapons will have a positive ef- 
fect,” Micr said. 

Currently, Mcir cannot go back to 
Israel. A warrant has been issued 
for his arrest, threatening a 15 year 
jail term. The Israeli government 
considers him an accomplice in the 
Mordcchai Vanunu affair, because 
last August, after an interview he 
had with his brother in the top secu- 





rity prison of Ashkclon, he said 
Mordcchai had been illegally re- 
moved from Italian jurisdiction by 
the Mossad.

Contra war: the human element

Last Thursday, photojoumalist 
and English teacher Janet Melvin 
discussed an aspect of the Nicara- 
gua contra war Canadians seldom 
hear about — the impact of the war 
on the people of Honduras. 

Melvin, who has lived in Central 
America since 1976, described the 
human consequence of U.S. mili- 
tarization of Honduras to a crowd of 
60 at the Concordia Hall Building. 

Honduras is the second poorest 
nation in this hemisphere, and 80 
per cent the population is malnour- 
ished. Now, said Melvin, the 
people in the southern regions have 
been displaced by the contras and 
arc dying of hunger. “They have 
lost their harvest, they have lost 
their homes and they have lost their 



lives,” she said. 

Honduras is the U.S.’s closest 
military ally in Central Amcrcia^ 
Bordering Nicaragua to the north, it 
serves as a training ground for both 
U.S. military forces and the con- 
tras.^Thc occupation process began 
in 1981 when the first ’temporary’ 
U.S. base was built in Southern 
Honduras. Now there arc 17 ‘tem- 
porary’ U.S. bases and some 
20,000 contras in Honduras. 

According to Melvin, attempts by 
the Honduran people, the ruling 
National Party and even the Presi- 
dent to end the contra occupation of 
southern Honduras have been re- 
peatedly stalled by the Reagan 
administration. The Honduran 
military, which now receives over 
50 per cent of its budget from the 
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Galjery owner charged

Formal charges have been 
pressed against Galerie Fokus 
owner Ebie Wcizfcld for display- 
ing a photograph considered ‘inde- 
cent’ according to the Canadian 
Criminal Code. 

The photograph, taken by 
Montréal artist Martin Lcbowitz, 
showed a woman’s hand holding an 
erect penis.’ The photograph was 
confiscated by Montréal police 
July 22. The September 2 issue of 
the Daily , which featured a reprint 
of the photograph, was confiscated 
by the McGill administration . 

Wcizfcld is being charged with 
exposing indecent material in a 
public location. A summons to 
plead these charges in court was 
issued November 9. 



According to Stuart Russell, 
Wcizfcld 's lawyer, Wcizfcld will 
enter a plea of not guilty. If con- 
victed, he faces up to six months in 
jail or a fine of one thousand dol- 
lars. 

In addition, Wcizfcld is entering a 
separate motion that the charges be 
dismissed. According to Québec 
law, a charge cannot be issued more 
than three months after a complaint 
has been rccicvcd. The deadline for 
a charge in the Wcizfcld case was 
October 29. The summons 
Wiczfcid rccicvcd was issued 
November 9. 

“We will move that the charges 
be dismissed because of that rea- 
son,” said Wcizfcld. 

Russell also intends to send a let- 
ter to the Canadian Attorney Gen- 
eral opposing a proposed federal 



bill prohibiting public displays of 
sexuality (as opposed to pornogra- 
phy). The bill considers erotic ma- 
terial as unsuitable for the public. 

Russell said he will address the 
larger issue of public censure of 
sexuality “since our case will be 
occuring during the time of this 
debate in the House of Commons. ” 

Artist Martin Lcbowitz com- 
mented on McGill’s confiscation of 
the Daily containing his photo- 
graph. “It’s totally related to here. 
Because it was printed in a Univer- 
sity paper, the reaction was more 
authoritarian. But the same ques- 
tion is being addressed. And those 
questions arc freedom of expres- 
sion and infringement of artistic 
rights,” he said.

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In the name of justice? 

There was a funeral service on Saturday. A man was murdered, another 
senseless act of violence different from others for two reasons. Anthony 
Griffin died because he was Black and his killer was a member of the 
Montréal police force. 

When Griffin ran away from Station 1 5 in NDG he was unarmed. He was 
obviously not considered dangerous because he wasn’t wearing hand- 
cuffs. He was shot in the head after he obeyed a call to slop and turned 
around. 

The mainstream media has been giving a lot of coverage to his charac- 
ter and his police record. This is not an issue. He wasn’t killed because of 
perceived character flaws or previous police entanglements. Griffin was 
killed because he was Black and an officer who was already implicated in 
an incident of racism was let loose with a gun in the name of justice. 

His funeral was attended by many who knew him as well as those who 
didn’t. His death represented the consequence of pervading racism in the 
Montréal Urban Community police force. This is not the first example of 
it. Other cases were numerous but were dealt with unsatisfactorily. 

In March of 1986, Mohammed Abassisc was beaten by the police and 
dragged to Station 13 after a neighbour complained he was playing music 
too loud. He died in custody. The MUC claimed it was a suicide but 
Abassisc was a devout Muslim. It is very unlikely that he would violate 
basic Muslim tenets by taking his own life. It is even more unlikely given 
that the MUC called his wife after his death to ask if he had a history of 
cardiac problems. 

In September of 1984, a 21 year old black man was beaten and thrown 
down on the sidewalk. He suffered intestinal injuries. 

These examples arc drawn from a long list of abuses. Alix Jean of the 
Black Community Council of Québec said, “You meet a Black person on 
the street and three out of five would be able to tell you of at least one 
incident where they had been harassed by the police." 

The MUC has argued that racism exists on the force to the same extent 
that it does in the rest of society. They ask why this should not lie the ease. 
Saturday’s funeral should have given them the answer. Racism should 
never be manifested on the police force because racism kills. It violates die 
principles upon which such a force is supposed to exist. 

Who is the police suppose to be protecting? We all pay for them 
regardless of colour, yet they make distinctions when dealing with us. It is 
accepted that they represent the interests of thecconomically secure White 
sectors of our society against anything they perceive as a threat to this 
group. We must acknowledge the existence of racism in our society but we 
must never allow for it to exist in a body that represents us all. If wc must 
have a police force, let’s have one which is genuinely concerned with 
protecting all of society and not one which is representative of its worst 
flaws.

REGINA (CUP) A human rights 
group is calling for the resignation 4 
of Saskatchewan’s minister of 
Social Services after he said homo- 
sexual couples should not be al- 
lowed to adopt children.

the workplaces, or preferential 
treatment of males over females in 
the classroom. “It is whatever form 
of discrimination a woman person- 
ally finds intolerable," she said. 

Sl Marlin said awareness of sex- 
ual harassment has grown over the 
years, although its incidence lias 
not decreased, nor have its forms 
grown any subtler. “It’s still men’s 
way of trying to maintain that they 
arc superior, and women are infe- 
rior, so inferior that they cannot 
even hear die women’s denials.” 
Overcoming stereotypes 

In a speech entitled, ‘Sexual 
Harassment: Out of the Closet at 
Last’, Bernice Rcsnick Sandler, 
Executive Director of the Project 
on the Status and Education of 
Women, identified the two major 
myths of sexual harassment: first, 
the assumption "the woman is ask- 
ing for it," second, the professor, or 
employer must repeatedly behave 
in an improper way "An act docs 
not have to be repeated if it is to be 
defined as sexual harassment," she 
said. 

Sandler also said sexual harass- 
ment raises questions about the way 
"men and women relate to one 



another and academic freedom.” 
Many professors did not even rec- 
ognize that much of their behavior 
with female students could be 
deemed as sexual harassment, she 
said. 

Comparing university policies 

In panel discussions, sexual har- 
assment advisors from universities 
compared the policies set at their 
schools to deal with complaints of 
sexual ‘harassment. Panelists dis- 
cussed the merits of informal and 
formal complaint procedures in 
ensuring confidentiality for the 
students, whether parties should be 
entitled to legal representation at 
hearings presided over by univer- 
sity committees, with which party 
the burden of truth should lie, and 
who at the university should have 
final jurisdiction over the case. 

"If one complaint of sexual har- 
assment is mishandled it can de- 
stroy the future of a student or staff 
person," said Ellen Soloman from 
the University of Alberta. 

Though no one involved with 
sexual harassment policy at McGill 
sat on a panel, Patricia Wells, oncof 
McGill’s assessors of sexual har- 
assment complaints, attended die 



“Are there two classes of citi- 
zens? Docs he agree with his minis- 
ter of social services?

The obvious thing is to 
remove Mr.Schmidt,” said Millard, 
who is also chair of the department 
of English at the University of Sas- 
katchewan. 

But Schmidt said in a CBC-TV 
interview that his policy is sup- 
ported by the rest of the Progress i vc 
Conservative government caucus. 

Mona Acker, a professor at the 
University of Regina’s School of 
Social Work, said research shows 
dial gay and lesbian couples arc as 
adept at parendng as heterosexual 
couples. 

Acker quoted studies done be- 
tween 1919 and 1981 based on 
interviews with 37 heterosexuals 
and 43 lesbian mothers. The studies 
concluded that the children of les- 
bian mothers had the same psycho- 
logical make-up and male-female 
behaviour as children of single 
mothers and heterosexual couples. 

Wayne Rorkc, the coordinator of 
the Saskatchcwn Adopdvc Parents 
Associadon, said that gay and les- 
bian adopdvc parents would be 
welcome in their organisadon. 

“We don’t discriminate," he said. 



Though Schmidt has apparently 
written of the gay and lesbian vote 
for the Progressive Conscrvadve 
Party of Saskatchewan, he has sup- 
port in some quarters. 

On October 16, Schmidt and 
Premier Devine were presented 
with a pro-family award at die 
founding convention of the Victori- 
ous Women of Canada, in Saska- 
toon. The organization was formed 
after a split in the controversial 
family issues group, REAL 
Women of Canada. 

According to Vonda Kosloski of 
Victorious Women, the minister 
"defends innocent children who 
have no one to defend them from a 
militant homosexual lobby group.” 

Victorious Women opposes 
adoption rights for gays because it 
claims a high proportion of gay 
people have been exposed to the 
AIDS virus and will transmit the 
disease to thcchildrcn through ‘wet 
sneezes’ and the exchange of bod- 
ily fluids. 

“This is total fabrication," said 
Nils Clausson, executive director 
of AIDS Regina. “Groups like this 
(Victorious Women) use issues like 
this to support bigotry against gay 
and lesbian liberation," Clausson 
added.

She described 
McGill’s policy as being “very 
fair” and “current” with other uni- 
versities. 

At McGill, three assessors arc 
appointed by the principal to hear 
informal complaints of sexual har- 
assment and conduct investiga- 
tions. A recommendation is sent to 
the principal who has the final au- 
thority over the verdict and the 
reprimand. 

Only one complaint of sexual 
harassment was filed at McGill last 
year, but Wells believes more cases 
went unreported due to students’ 
lack of knowledge about the poli- 
cies. “One thrust for us at McGill is 
that we must improve the education 
process,” she said. 

Panelist John Drysdalc, the Chair 
of Sociology and Anthropology at 
Concordia, who was a member of 
an committee that presided over a 
sexual harassment case at Concor- 
dia last year, said much of the sex- 
ual harassment in universities goes 
unreported. 

“I do believe that sexual harass- 
ment is widespread in the univer- 
sity, not just my university, but all 
universities," he said. 



Arts protests underfunding 

Today’s Arts Faculty teach-in is a fight for academic excellence. Stu- 
dents and professors of the Faculty of Arts will congregate in Leacock 232 
from llhOO to 15h00 to air their frustrations with the consistent deteriora- 
tion of the quality of education in our Faculty, to McGill’s administration, 
the Provincial government, and, through the media, to all Canadians. 

This event will consist of scries of presentations which will finally 
confront the issues that have been neglected for far too long. The strategy 
of maintaining silence in hope that the problem will disappear cannot 
continue. It has been ineffective. A new active strategy has been adopted 
by the students and professors of the Faculty of Arts and it begins in 
Leacock 232, today. 

It has been common knowledge for some lime that McGill University 
has been underfunded in the province of Québec. Many do not realise that 
the Arts Faculty at McGill suffers not only the burden of governmental 
unerfunding, but also the inequitable policy of distribution within the 
university itself. 

In 1986-87, enrollment in the Faculty of Arts has increased by four per 
cent while funds from McGill Administration to the Faculty was cut 
considerably. This gross injustice has continued for the past ten years. This 
translates into a student-professor ratio that is 35 per cent higher than the 
average of all the other McIGll faculties combined. Simply stated, this 
results in seventeen classes with over 200 student and 37 classes with 
enrollment in between 1 00 and 200 students . Mass education in our faculty 
has seemingly rcplcccd academic excellence. 

The teaching assistant to student ratio is equally disturbing. At ratios 
reaching 120 student to one poor, over-worked teaching assistant, it is no 
wonder that many of our tests arc graded without comments. If this trend 
continues unabated, papers and written work will have to be replaced with 
more economical methods of evaluation. Literacy and proficiency levels 
have already been handicapped. 

Professor Taylor, Vice-Principals Davenport and Freedman, and fomicr 
Dean of Arts Maxwell highlight the first hour of the symposium. The 
second and third hours focus on the effects of underfunding on all aspects 
of education. Finally, the conclusion of the forum presents, among others. 
Principal Johnston, Dean Salisbury and Jacques Chagnon; McGill’s 
representative to thcNational Asscmby. Student speakers will be included 
throughout the day. A question period will follow each presentation. 

The teach-in is our first attempt, using an active strategy, at restitution 
from the Administration and the Provincial government.
